Explanation of the 37 Rhesus macaques listed under Column E 

An exception to the standards had been requested and granted to an investigator and his 
collaborator to allow partial food restriction in Rhesus macaques to facilitate training and 
performance in cognitive behavioral studies. The partial food restriction is for 5 days per week. 
On these days of partial food restriction, treats, reward pellets, and a portion of the normal diet 
are given. Full feeding is given on the other 2 days. There is no other relief to any distress that 
might be related to the partial food restriction that would not compromise the approved studies. 
Pain is not felt to be a feature of this partial food restriction. The animals are followed closely 
and a body condition evaluation system designed by the Attending Veterinarian (AV) is used at 
intervals of 3-6 months to evaluate the entire Rhesus population under her care. 

The AV notes that 37 of the 54 Rhesus macaques used during the year had unsatisfactory body 
condition scores (19), food restriction (21), and /or behavioral testing (10). The latter testing 
mentioned in their charts (but to her knowledge done without food restriction). She requests that 
the 37 be listed in Column E to be sure everything possible is covered. 

We know that 21 animals were food restricted in accord with the above protocol exceptions and 
of these, 13 have had unsatisfactory body condition scores on one or more occasions within the 
observation dates of 8/27/02 to 10/3 1/03. These dates were used to be sure the current year was 
completely covered since observations at the actual beginning and end of the year were not 
available. 

Six Rhesus macaques used by the collaborator for his studies that including some from the 
behavioral studies group without known food restriction (the AV requested to be listed in 
Column E) and one animal used by another investigator for blood samples were additionally 
found to have unsatisfactory body condition scores. When these 6 are added to the 21, a total of 
27 Rhesus macaques with either partial food restriction and/or unsatisfactory body condition 
scores were listed in Column E, plus the 10 additional Rhesus the AV requested listed to cover 
the 10 Rhesus with behavioral studies (without known food restriction) to add up to the 37 total. 

The management plan for the Rhesus listed in Column E includes the close observation of the 
staff veterinarians, the periodic measurement of body condition .score, and observation by the 
investigators and their staff. The Rhesus in the study with the paitial food restriction that 
developed unsatisfactory body condition scores are being treated under veterinary supervision 
with increased feeding and ongoing refinements to the food restriction SOP to adjust the amount 
of restriction for each individual animal to maintain body condition scores in a satisfactory range 
while still allowing the behavioral studies to continue. Some animals will probably be diverted 
to other studies/investigators to allow adequate feeding to maintain body condition. 

The veterinary staff is following the other Rhesus macaques (without known food restriction) 
that have been observed to develop the unsatisfactory body condition scores noted above. The 
veterinarians are altering and increasing their diets and using different approaches to feeding to 
increase the amounts of food eaten. In addition, new caging is being acquired to improve general 
Rhesus macaque housing and exercise.

On the attached USDA Annual Report form, Cedars-Sinai Medical Center is reporting 293 pigs used 
in research, testing, and training during the Federal fiscal year October 1, 2003 to September 30, 
2003. 

Death as an Endpoint 

Of the 293 pigs reported on this Annual Report, 34 were used in protocols for which “Death as an 
Endpoint” is anticipated for several of the animals. These studies involve the search for, and 
verification of therapies to treat severe acute liver failure. It is important to note that not all of the 
pigs used in these experiments experienced “death as an endpoint”; some of the pigs were in groups 
that underwent nonsurvival surgical procedures. Nevertheless, all of the animals for which death was 
an endpoint bad procedures (with appropriate anesthesia and/or analgesia) to induce liver failure. 

During liver failure, the pig succumbs while in deep hepatic coma. It is the understanding of the 
CSMC lACUC that deep hepatic coma is similar to a state of general anesdiesia, and therefore the 
comatose pigs do not perceive pain or distress. Thus, these pigs have been reported in the “D” stress 
column.

USDA Exceptions to provisions of the Act: 

With respect to the general prohibition of multiple survival surgery, the Administrator of USDA has granted an 
exception in which cesarean sections are sometimes performed in normal female primates during successive 
pregnancies. This exception applied to 41 animals during the reporting period. 

Justification for cesarean sections 

Studies of birth defects, fetal disease, and growth retardation reouire that pregnancies be terminated by 
cesarean section at a standardized time pont to allow for careful examination of fetuses for defective 
development and fetal weight Allowing these pregnancies to proceed to foil term has several pitfells, 
including possible loss of the infant (aiid «(penmental data) due to maternal cannibalization if it is born 
dead, prematurely, or with a serious defect. In addition, the large range in gestational age at normal 
delivery would make it difficult to accurately assess birth weight, an important indicator of normalify in 
these studies. Taking tire infant by cesarean section gives us the highest chance of obtaining a viable 
infant 

Justification for multiple cesarean sections in the same animal 

Multipie cesarean sections are routinely performed in human females. Animals undergoing hysterotomies 
at the CRPRC rarely have post surgical complications and are fertile post-operatively. Any animal with 
complications Is dropped from the protocol. Postoperative animals do not demonstrke any handicaps or 
ill healfo following the cesarean. 

Our practice has been to maintain a breeding colony that provides the required pregnancies for these 
studies. Multiple use of animals allows us to use purpose bred animals from our cc^y ratirer than 
capturing wild primates. One can see that if we use a given number of animals per year, and if these 
animals could never be used again, It would be necessary to import additional animals rattier than use our 
existing breeding colony. Also, without multiple use, animals having already had a cesarean section, 
(many of our animals have), could not be utilized in the breeding colony. 

The net effect of using these animals only once would be that an Inaeased number of primates would be 
used, and that possibly a number of animals might be euthanized that could otherwise remain in our 
breeding colony for many years. This exception allows us to continue our studies while minimizing the 
number of animals used, minimizing our use of threatened species from the wild, and prolonging the 
useful lives of our breeding animals. 


iACUC Approved Exceptions to provisions of the Act: 

In studies involving 25 animals, the IACUC has granted exceptions to allow primates to be maintained on 
regiments of restricted water intake. These are studies In which the animal receives water or other liquids as 
a reward for performing tasks. If the animals were allowed to satiate themselves with water outside of the 
study period, they would not be motivated to perform the tasks. The animals receive their water during the 
day as they perform the tasks. 

The IACUC and the Primate Center have developed detailed guidelines to insure that these animals receive 
adequate amounts of water during the day to support their health and well-being. The animals are allotted 
carefully calculated fixed water rations based on their physiologic needs. Neither weight loss nor dehydration 
results. The animals are monitored very closely by veterinary staff and animal care staff; however, they are 
not routin^y given two hours free choice access to water twlro daily as would othenvise be required in the 
regulations.

This project, a continuation study funded by NIH, examines the effects of light 
exposure on the hormonal and behavioral status of hamsters. Since the hamster 
biological clock is extremely sensitive to low light levels and other environmental 
changes, direct visual observation of the animals must be suspended during 
certain phases of the study. Considerations of this sort have been addressed in 
a publication of the Society for Research on Biological Rhythms, which 
recommends that variances be permitted. 

In these studies, the locomotor activity and/or body temperature of experimental 
hamsters Is continuously monitored by a computer system. To an experienced 
rhythms investigator, the patterns of computer records can reveal more about a 
hamster’s health status than direct observation. Therefore, during phases of the 
study when animals are housed in isolation the locomotor activity pattern can 
serve as a sensitive health record. Following lACUC review and meetings with 
the Principal Investigator, the protocol was approved with the requirement that 
health observations be made daily, including weekends and holidays, by review 
of the locomotor and/or temperature records of each hamster. 

Cage and bedding changes are less frequent and are carefully scheduled to 
minimize disturbances to biological rhythms of the hamsters, based also on the 
computer records. Food and water are available ad libitum. 

Regular audits of this project have indicated that the animals are well cared for 
and there are no adverse effects from this computer-assisted health monitoring 
program. The protocol fourth year rewrite received a full lACUC review and 
approval on 3/19/03.
